MEMORANDA. 


Trade.—The imports during June were valued at £2,752,665, which shows 
a decrease of £82,236, as compared with the corresponding month of 
last year. For the six months there was a decrease of £443,381, or 
nearly 3 per cent., as compared with last year. The direct oversea 
imports during June amounted to £1,543,617, as compared with 
£1,626,773 in 1908; the total for the six months was £9,576,737, an 
increase of £322,282 over the corresponding figures for 1908. There 
were decreases in a number of the principal articles ; agricultural imple- 
ments, cordage and twines, iron and steel, kerosene, leather, machines 
and machinery, and timber, however, showed increases. 


The oversea exports for June amounted to £1,179,175, and show 
a decrease of £533,506 compared with the corresponding month of last 
year. For the six months there was a decrease in the oversea 
exports of £579,646, or nearly 5 per cent., as compared with last year. 
Minerals decreased by £798,000, and butter by £180,000; but wool 
£186,000, wheat £624,000, meats £198,000, and tallow £132,000, show 
substantial increases. Separating merchandise from gold, the exports of 
the former during the six months increased by £280,221, but the latter 
decreased by £859,867. 


Public Finances.—The Public Accounts for June show that the net revenue 
for the month was £1,254,052, or £210,576 more than in June of 
last year. During the year ended 30th June the revenue was 
£13,625,034, being £335,729, or 2-4 per cent., less than the financial 
year 1907-8. The principal increases in receipts during the year 1908-9 
were—From Railways and Tramways, £197,177; and Sydney Harbour 
Trust, £6,608. The returns from Commonwealth revenue decreased 
by £235,213; taxation, £213,287; and public lands, £7,188. The 
expenditure during June was £1,016,267, an increase of £79,510, as 
compared with June of last year. During the year the expenditure 
was £12,992,194, being £833,738, or 6-9 per cent., more than in 1907-8. 
Expenditure on Government Departments increased by £261,131, 
Business Undertakings by £401,247, and Interest payments by £98,714. 
On the 30th June, 1909, the balance to credit of the Consolidated 
Revenue Account was £637,677, 
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Agricultural Production.—The preliminary results of the final compilation of 
the crop returns show that the yield of wheat during the 1908—9 season 
was 15,483,406 bushels from 1,394,056 acres, equal to 11:1 bushels per 
acre. The yield, owing to more favourable weather conditions, exceeded 
that for the previous season by over six million bushels, and was above 
the average of the preceding 10 years. The returns for this season 
from all kinds of crops were, with few exceptions, above the average, 
and altogether the area under cultivation increased by 144,000 acres. 


Dairying Production.—The dairying industry, notwithstanding an unfavour- 
able season, shows a large production. The quantity of butter made 
was 61,260,000 Ib., the largest on record, and about a million and a 
quarter pounds more than during last year. The result is principally 
due to excellent returns in the North Coast districts. 


Stock Returns.—The preliminary stock returns show the number of sheep in 
the State at the end of 1908 as 43,329,384, a decrease of 1,132,000 over 
the previous year’s figures, owing principally to heavy mortality among 
both ewes and lambs from unfavourable conditions at the lambing 
season. The number of horses was 590,539, and of cattle 2,950,945, 
both the highest on record; but the number of pigs, 215,649, was 
slightly less than in the previous year. 


Gold Production.—The gold yield during June was 15,306 oz. crude, equal 
to 15,684 oz. fine, valued at £58,126. The value of gold produced during 
the six months was £382,578, and showed a decrease of £93,437, as 
compared with the corresponding period of 1908. 


Prices.—The general index number for June was higher than in May, 
and also higher than for June last year. .The index number for 
pastoral produce was 1,143, for metals 1,052, and for all articles 1,224. 
Prices generally were higher than in the previous month, the principal 
increases being in butter, tallow, leather, copper, and tin. 


Meteorology.—During the month of June bountiful rains were experienced 
throughout the State, the result of four distinct storms, and with few 
exceptions the records were in excess of the average. The heaviest 
falls ogeurred in the South Coast, Southern Tableland, and South- 
western and North-western Slopes. Mild temperatures, generally below 
normal, ruled during the month. 


Land Selections.—During June 473 new settlers applied for 279,760 acres ; 
and 243,684 acres, representing 398 blocks, were set apart for residential 
settlement. Since the beginning of the year the number of new settlers 
has been 1,437, and the area applied for 986,815 acres. The original 
area set apart for residential settlement since the lst January has been 
841,469 acres, representing 957 blocks.
